Tuere can be no possible doubt that we 
ware standing on the brink of a commercial 
revolution, How it will eventually end 
appears dificult: to foretell, Confidence 
in the stability of the Chinese mercantile 
community has been so rudely shaken by 
recent events, that jeneral. business in- 
terests cannot fail to be prejudicially and 
permanently affected, For some consider- 
able time past the panic, whieh has at last 
set in, was inevitable, and those who have 
not taken the precaution to be prepared for 
‘the bursting. of the bubble have only 
themselves to blame, The trade of 
the Colony has been suffering’ for months 
from tho disastrous results of thu so-ealled 
House Property business, and we are much 
afraid that the worst has yet to come, 
We are not surprised that the mad specul- 
“atlons which disgraced the Colony for so 
Jon, have ended in hopeless ruin for 
nearly the whole of the speculators, as 
nothing else could have reasonably been 
Jooked for; besides, we, alone of all the 
focal newspapers, condemned in no uncer- 
tain terms what we felt perfectly convinced 
was nothiny else but a scandalous system 
of swindling which ought not to have been 
tolerated by the laws of the Colony, ‘The 
following ‘article, which appeared in our 
colunins on the subject, so far back as the 
and’ of last September, fs well worth ro- 
producing, and will repay perusal ;—

congratulated the Colony on its augmented 
prosperity’ as'evidenced by the great de- 
‘mand for house property by the Chinese, 
and the increased value of the same, As 
the greater portion,of our trade is gradu- 
ally, but surely passing into the bands of 
the Chinese, a demand for’ centrally 
situated properties is a natural consequence 
of probable changes, and the inercase in 
value is merely the effect of this new deve- 
lopment. But the dealing: in hauses has 
not been confined to central’ districts.

plain words, we contend that these pre- 
‘tended sales have been nothing more nor 
luss than legitimate gaming speculations 
of a reprehensible character generally, 
surrounded in many instances by diseredi- 
table cirenmstances which cannot be justi- 
fied dither legally or morally. 

In the ordinary course of events large 
and important transfers of property have 
been legitimately made, and for reasons 
stated above there can he little doubt that 
increased facilities for trading purposes 
have in several instances greatly enhanced 
the value of special lots. [tis not, however, 
with legitimate and perfectly fair and hon- 
orable trading that we now propose to 
deal, but with the (ramped up dagus sales, 
the reckless and. disereditable  gamb- 
ling, which can only end in one way. 
A few years ago the gambling propen- 
sities of a certain class of the com- 
munity gave the Colony quite an unenviable 
notoriety, “The mediums of speculation in 
those days were opium and quicksilver, 
and it will be remembered that seme very 
shady transactions in connection with the 
traffic in these commodities were’ brought 
tolight. The Chinese gamblers eventually 
‘played the game until it became thread- 
hare, and from’ that time, so far as for- 
vigners were concerned, Othello's occupa.

As we are acquainted with several 
cases in which property has been trans- 
ferred ten different times within two 
months, the transactions Leing identical 
the cases illustrated above, our 
readers ‘can judge for themselves of the 
genuineness of the whole movement. ‘We 
have described tho modus operands, which 
applies not merely to one isolated case, 
but 'to thirty-nine out of every forty of the 
sales publicly reported, “This « buting ”

These transactions -have- not in the 
slightest, degree been conducted on any 
sound business principles, When a man, 
who could not raise a thousand dollars to 
save’ his soul, becomes the ostensible pro- 
prietor of certain property for sixty thou- 
sand: dollars, by paying two or three 
hundred as an instalment, the rental at 
that price showing a return of considerably 
less than one-per cent. per annum, the in- 
furence.is obvious, tis alreckless specul- 
ation, a dogus transaction, the ratification 
of which depends entirely on chance. 
Trade prospects must have been materially 
injured in many respects, in so much as 
rents, already exorbitantly bigh,. have 
been generally raised in all houses specul- 
ated in, “This, to many industrious tradus- 
men, is a great hardship. for which there 
isapparently noremedy, However, a day 
of retribution is most certainly nearat hand, 
and we are simply performing a duty, in 
thus briefly exposing the real facts of what 
is unquestionably a grievous commercial 
scandal in such a. community as ours.” 

Our ‘predictions have been, fulfilled to the 
letter, The dazzling prospects of the 
speculations if houses and land have ended: 
in hopeless ruin toa very large number of 
wealthy, and influential Chinese firnis.
